Improvements will probably cost In 
tho nolghborhool of half 
a 
million, 


dollars and will moan that more than 
throo hundred now men will find 
woik in the Grand Rapids division 
of tho Consolidated plants. 
Work 


on tho sulphite mill will bo started 
this winter, according to Goo. 
W. 


Mead, president and general mana- 
ger of tho company, while tho paper 
machine has boon ordered with tho 
promises of delivery next summer. 


Tho sulphite mill will 
manufac- 


ture what Is commonly known as ti 
fjilck cook sulphite, and will embody 
two largo digesters. 
This 
is 
the 


grade of sulphite commonly used in 
the manufacture of print paper and 
will furnish much of tho pulp for the 
largo now pm>or machine. 
Accord- 


ing lo tho present plans 
tho 
new 


building will bo eroded beside the 
present paper mill on tho west side, 
plans for tha new structure 
being 


under way at the present time. The 
company manufacture a high grade 
sulphite at the Inter 
Lake 
Paper 


mill at Appleton, which is 
manu- 


factured undor what is known, as tha 
Milscherllch process. 
This process 


Is a 'inuch slower 
cooking process 


and develops a very high grade sul- 
phite, used in more expensive papers 
than print stock. 
Tho company are 


situated so that they can 
manufac- 


ture more pulp than they roaulro at 
tho Blron and 
Stevens Point divi- 


sion, which can contribute If neces- 
sary to keeping tho now paper ma- 
chino going. 


Tho now papor machine will, be 


ono of the largest In 
the 
country 


and will bo capable of turning out 
sixty tons of print paper each day, 
Thirty-four dryers will dry tho sheet 
while It goes thru the machine. The 
dryers will measure 48 by 156 inches 
and the machine will bo capable of 
turning out two largo rolls from 70 
to 75 Inches in width, the entire trim 
of tho now machine to be 149 Inches.

typo, capable of running 780 revolu- 
tions per minute, assuring a large 
production.

COUNTY PUT IN FIVE 


MILES OF CONCRETE 


According to figures compiled 
in 


the office of County Highway Com- 
missioner Amuiideon 
on 
Monday, 


Wood County has completed very 
nearly five miles wf concrete the past 
summer, contributing 
that 
much 


more toward the 
permanent 
road 


system that is under way in this dis- 
trict, 
The roads have cost on an 


average of IE to 20 percent 
more 


than they cost last year, but most of 
this cost has been due to the high 
wages paid to labor. The 
comple- 


tion of the work in the county has 
given the people an almost continu- 
ous concrete road from the 
Wood 


Farm hill in Nekoosa to Blron, with 
the exception of the Port Edwards 
woods, something that was dreamed 
of here a few years ago 
but 
what 


was hardly expected to be completed 
in such a short time by even the most 
optimistic. 
The people of the nor- 


thern part of the county have shared 
In the benefits, also, having a good 
new pavement on Richfield street in 
Marshfleld and about a mile of con- 
crete paving in both tho 
town of 


Mllladore 
and 
in 
the 
town of 


Cameron, 


In the city, on tho 
South 
Side 


road, 4,674 feet of 16 foot wide pav- 
ing was put in this spring under the 
supervision of the' county. 
This 


ran from the end of the paving in 
the residence district of the south 
side to the road running to tho Falk 
American Potato Flour Co. mill. This 
Included a now bridge over 
Boles 


creek. 


B street in Nokoosa was 
paved, 


3,715 linear feet of concrete being 
laid on this road during 
the 
past 


summer. Tho road runs thru what 
Is known as Wood Farm addition, 
Then in the town of Port Edwards, 
over what is known as Wood Farm 
Hill, there has been 
a stretch of 


1,225 
feet oi concrete laid, this being 


sixteen feet wide. 
It joins the con- 


crete on B. street in the village of 
Nekoosa. 


In the town of Cameron D,059 feet 


•of sixteen foot wide 
concrete 
has 


been laid. The town 
of Milludore 


has 5,299/feet 
of 
new 
concrete, 


while Richfield street In Marshfield 
has a new eighteen foot wide con- 
crete pavement 3,883 feet long. 


The concrete roads this year have 


cost "Wood county from $17,400 to 
$19,700 per mile for 
construction, 


depending to a large extent on the 
length of tho haul and tho conditions 
under which they have boon work- 
Ing. The Mllladore road was built 
with a thickness of eight inches in 
the center and 7 inches on the sides, 
the balance of the roads being six 
inches thick on the sides and eight 
Inches In the center. These dimen- 
sions mean tho thickness of the con- 
crete. The Milladore road was built 
a little thicker at the request of the 
state department, who say that fu- 
ture traffic will demand 
a heavier 


road. 


The above roada do not Include 


the three mile stretch of new con- 
crete being put In on 
the 
Plover 


Road by Contractor 
Bossert 
under 


the supervision of State Engineer F, 
F. Mengel, 
This 
road 
will 
not 


be completed this year, but accord- 
ing to Mr, Bossert they will probably 
get in two miles, about a mile and ft 
half being 
completed 
at 
present. 


Shortage of cars has held things up 
out there and it will 
probably 
be 


starled again the first thing in the 
spring, being put in shape for the 
summer traffic. 


In addition to this concrete that 


has been put In there is considerable 
grading being done by the county, 
Including fills which will go to make 
the roads 
worked 
on permanent 


highways, or at least until they can 
be surfaced, 
The State has complet- 


ed about Jive miles of gravel 
road 


from the Nekoosa bridge to the coun- 
ty line, on route thirteen, and will 
have a good road there next 
year. 


Tho past year has been the biggest 
in the history of the county as far us 
road building goes, and next year 
will probably exceed even the past. 


The figures of the concrete that 


has been put in by the county totals 
between four and one-half nnd five 
miles, however, with 
the 
concerte 


put in by the state on the Plover 
load this figure will go up to about 
six and one-half miles.

The Consolidated. Water Power & 


Paper Co. of this city have announc- 
ed their intention of erecting a new 
sulphite mill in connection with their 
paper mill in this city. 
The com-'j 


pany will also Install a new sixty ton 
>aper machine in the mill, increas- 
ng the capacity of 
their 
present 


mill about sixty percent. 
The new 


mprovements will probably cost in 
the neighborhool of half a million 
dollars and will mean that more than 
three hundred new men will find 
work in the Grand Rapids division 
of the Consolidated plants. 
Work 


on the sulphite mill will be started 
this winter, according to Geo. W. 
Mead, president and general mana- 
ger of the company, while the paper 
machine has been ordered with the 
promises of delivery next summer. 


The sulphite mill will manufac- 


ture what is commonly known as a 
ojiick cook, sulphite, and will embody 
two large digesters. 
This is 
the 


grade of sulphite commonly used in 
the manufacture of print paper and, 
will furnish much of the pulp for the 
large new paper machine. Accord- 
ing to the present plans 
the 
new 


building will be erected beside the 
present paper mill on the w.est side, 
plans for the new structure 
being 


under way at the present time. The 
company manufacture a high grade 
sulphite at the Inter 
Lake 
Paper 


mill at Appleton, which is 
manu- 


factured under what Is known as the 
Milscherlich process. . This process 
is a 'much slower cooking process 
and develops a very high grade sul- 
phite, used in more expensive papers 
than print stock. 
The company are 


situated so that they can manufac- 
ture more pulp than they require at 
the Biron and Stevens Point divi- 
sion, which can contribute if neces- 
sary to keeping the new paper ma- 
chine going. 


The new paper machine willy be 


one of the largest in 
the 
country 


and will be capable of turning out 
sixty tons of print paper each day. 
Thirty-four dryers will dry the sheet 
while it goes thru the machine. The 
dryers will measure 48 by 156 inches 
and the machine will be capable of 
turning out two large rolls from 70 
;o 75 inches in width, the entire trim 
of the new machine to be 149 inches.

"FLYING PARSON" WELCOMED AT 


ROOSEVELT FIELD. 


Lieutenant Completes First Air Voy- 


age Across the Continent and

GUARDED

BY STATE DEPARTMENT. 


Same Report Says Kronstadt Also Has 


Been Captured by the Anti- 


Bolshevists. 


Washington, Oct. 20.—Petrograd has 


fallen, according 
to an 
official dis- 


patch received and made public by the 
state department. Kronstadt has also 
been wrested from the bolsheviki. The 
announcement was made by Acting 
Secretary of State Phillips, but it was 
suarded in its nature, because com- 
plete confirmation has not yet been 
received from the American diplo- 
matic agent who is nearest Petrograd. 
The state department's announcement 
says: 


"The fall of Petrograd and the oc- 


cupancy of both that city and Kron- 
stadt by the Russian white forces has 
been officially reported by the general 
staff of the Finnish army to the VI- 
borg representative of the northwest- 
ern government of Russia." 


Mr. Phillips added that a direct dis- 


patch 
received 
by the department 


from its representative nearest the olt^ 
Russian capital reports that the Fin- 
nish official announcement has not yet 
been officially corroborated from other 
sources. 


The first message reporting the Fin- 


nish announcement was very brief. It 
came from Viborg. It followed uncon- 
firmed reports which have come to the 
department through Swedish and Rus- 
sian sources to the effect that the two 
cities had been taken from the bolshe- 
viki by attacking forces under Gen- 
eral Yudenitch; and that with the fall 
of Fort Gutchlna. 35 miles from Petro- 
grad, on the way to Berlin, the col- 
lapse of the old capitol was inevitable. 


The bolsheviki are now reported to 


be concentrating all their forces for a 
decisive struggle with General Deni- 
Icine's troops in the south.

Educator Says Poorer Classes Are 


Slowly Starving to Death 


The poorer classes of the nation are slowly starving to death without 


realizing it, Prof. William P. Ogburn of Columbia university testified 
recently in the stock yards wage hearing before Federal Judge.. Alsdiuler 
in Chicago. 
Professor Ogburn offered figures to show the vitality of 


many of *th'e present generation is.'so low there is little hope for a third 
generation. 


"What is the minimum wage necessary for the present generation to 


assure a third generation?" he was asked. 


"Not less than' $1,550 or $1,600," was the answer. 
Professor Ogburn made his survey of more than 4,000 families in 


every part of the country and arrived at hia conclusions after exhaustive 
comparisons of living costs in 18 typical cities. 
He was called as an 


expert for the workers. 


Jn the 4,000 families it was discovered that the head of each house 


bought a straw hat every three years for an average of $2-19 and one felt 
hat every two years at an average of $2.70. The minimum comfort wage 
necessary to keep a family from suffering from slow starvatio* he feed at 
$1,900 to $2,000. 


The minimum salary upon which the family of five, could barely 


subsist is $1,550 to $1,600, compared to $1,385 in October, 1918. 


The average expenses of the 4,000 families for entertainment was: 
Movies, $5.03; concerts, $1.09; newspapers, 85 cents; postage. $1.65; 


magazines, 30 cents. 


Professor Ogburn said the cost of living had increased 73 per cent 


since the spring of 1917 and 8 per cent since June, 1919. 


For years it was contended by au- 


thorities that it was useless even to 
use" nest eggs as attractions to hens, 
that biddy, like the cow, could not be 
deceived.

Prof. George M. Turpin, of Iowa Uni- 


versity, In a bulletin called the "Nest- 
Ing Habits of Hens" gives u prominent 
place to the "Use of Nest Eggs."

starts out with the statement that no

as 
to 


whether the nest egg influenced biddy 
or not. He made a careful test, placing 
40 hens lu a house and prepared 16 
nests for theru, some with China eggs, 
others hen product, find others again 
with no nest eggs. The result of bid- 
dy's choice was 214 fresh eggs in the 
China bait, 290 in the natural attrac- 
tion and JUS in the nests with no cam- 
ouflage, showing .35. .47, and .17 per 
cent respectively. 
The conclusion Is 


that hens like nest eggs and prefer the 
natural oue. 


to burn properly the fire will spread 
slowly downward if the air draft Is 
right.

The exact origin of the jury system 
is not known with certainty, it bavins 
been attributed to different European 
peoples wliicti nt an early period de- 
veloped methods of trial somewhat 
similar to the early jury trials io Eng- 
land. Trial i.y battle was cast in the 
background by the Nonnnn conquer- 
ors when the Norman institution of

adopted. The Curia Regis, or Kings 
court, directed the sheriff . to 
select 


four knights of the county by whom 
12 knights were selected to serve as 
recognitors. 
After being duly sworn 


they inquired into the facts of inter- 
est to the new rulers of England which 
misht be subject to public inquiry, 
such as matters affecting taxation 


Suitors in cases affecting the title 


of real estate, as early as the reign 
of Henry II, 1354 to 1189. applied to 
the king's court for recognltors whose 
verdict. If unanimous, was accepted 
as conclusive. 


Originally the jury was selected be- 


cause of their knowledge of the peo- 
ple, locality and customs and thereby 
passing upon the facts from a more 
intimate knowledge of them. 
During 


the reign of Henry IV. the jury w»s 
instructed to judge the facts upon the 
evidence submitted to it, whicU is the 
single function of the jury of modern 
practice.—Kansas City Star.

HE lake district of Klnglnnd, 


one of the most beautiful of 
regions, always has been :) 
favorite resort of American 


tourists, not only because of Its nati 
ural attractions, but also on accoun^ 
of its .literary associations. 
: 
First among 
recorded 
tourists to 


Lakeland was Gray, the poet, author 
of the "Elegy In n Country Church* 
yard," says Country Life. 
He visited 


the Westmoreland 
and Cumberland 


lakes in 1709, the year before Words- 
worth, the most outstanding among 
the lake school of poets, was born. 
He discovered the lakes, alike In n 
touring and literary sense, and being 
essentially of the eighteenth century, 
he fled from them and the grandeur 
of their scenery In dismay. 
For not 


then had the 
picturesque 
been in- 


vented. 
The beauties of wild nature 


were not appreciated, and had they 
been the roads of that age and the 
lack of proper accommodation were 
powerful deterrents. 


But for close upon a century Lnke- 


land has' been a greatly appreciated 
touring ground. 
Scenery and the lit- 


erary associations with Wordsworth. 
Southoy, Coleridge, De Quincey and 
their circle, have attracted every type 
of holiday maker. 
First came 
the 


vacation reading parties of university 
students, then the honeymoon couples, 
to whom the Low Wood hotel, Amble- 
side, was once, in a sense, sacred; 
and then the railways brought tour- 
ists from far and near. 
But nor until 


the automobile came upon the roads 
was Lakeland comfortably or thor- 
oughly to be explored. 


The tourist by motor car here has 


choice of every kind of road, or no 
road, and may, If 
he will, lake his 


sport in pass-storming with Ihe most 
adventurous, or take his .sight-seeing 
along roads us good us any In tills 
country. 
It is all a matter of taste 


and inclination. 
The ideal way of 


seeing Lakeland Is undoubtedly that 
of selecting some central spot at which 
to stay and taking from It daily, out 
and home, excursions. This Is so for 
several reasons; chief among ihem 
that of the somewhat limited area of 
the lake district, which may be stated 
at about thirty miles square. 
The 


lakes figure so largely In popular Im- 
agination that this will si-om scarcely 
credible; yet any reference to maps 
will prove the truth of It. But It does 
not follow from this sheer multer-of- 
.fact measurement thai this region is 
easily seen or soon exhausted. 


Grasmere in the Center. 


Exactly in the center of Ihe lake 


district is Grasmere, central geographi- 
cally, and in its interest, for it was 
Wordsworth's home, and In its church- 
yard he lies. 


There are five recognized centers for 


tourists in these regions: Wimlcrmere, 
Ambleside and Grasmere. about equi- 
distant, some four miles from one an- 
other; Keswick. thirteen miles further 
north, and 
Collision, somewhat 
iscf- 


lated, seven miles southwest of Ani- 
hleside. It would be n thankless task 
lo 
declare 
any 
preference 
among 


these, but we will take Crnsmere as 
the very focus of the lakes. 


Grasmere village is a sweet and era- 


clous place. Here Wordsworth resided 
for more than fifty years. 
His later 


homes here are not accessible, but 
Dove Cottage, where he wrote his 
earliest and best, has been preserved 
as It was in his day, and Is ilie resort 
of literary pilgrims, while the unpre- 
tending 
church 
beside 
ilie 
River 


Rotha is much the same as he knew It. 
That is an interesting day trip, along 
excellent roads, which takes us north 
to Cockermomh. the old market town 
at the extreme northerly edge of Lake- 
land, where his birthplace, in Main 
street, is still shown. 


The way runs by Dunmail Raise to 


Wythburn, whose little church, one of 
the smallest In England, is neighbored 
by the Nag's Head Inn. where the old 
dalesmen and their wives put up their 
horses while attending service in olden 
times. The road then runs alongside 
Thlrlmere 
with the imposing moun- 


tain, Helvellyn, 3,113 feel, on right. 
Keswick town comes next ; n consid- 
erable place for tills part of the coun- 
try, and with an oddly foreign appear- | 
ance, caused 
chiefly by (lie church- 


like building (really the town h::ll) In 
the middle of the street. The chief 


Industry is the making of lead pen- 
cils. 


Derwentwater Loveliest Lake. 


But Derwentwator itself Is tho real 


reward of the journey. H Is generally 
considered the 
loveliest of 
all the 


lakes, and it is also the most accessi- 
ble, a good road encircling It. Beyond 
Keswick we pass Greta Hall, once the 
home of Souther, and come to Bas- 
senthwulfo Water. 
Preferably hiking 


the left-hand road, Sktddnw, U.O.H4 feet, 
Is seen 
n cross the water. 
Cocker- 


mouth Is some six miles further. 


Returning from that town, the other 


side of Bassentliwalte Water mny be 
taken, and the rest of the way back 
to Grasmere is identical with tho out- 
ward run. The distance, 
Including 


the circuit of Derwentwater, Is about 
seventy-six miles. 


But Derwentwater is worth a more 


leisured trip, for its own sake. 
The 


trip from Grasmere to Keswick mid 
the circuit of Derwentwater and back 
is thirty-five miles. 
Tho advantages 


are with the tourist proceeding to 
Keswick and there turning left und 
past the church, following the euslern 
side of the hike to Lodoro. where the 
"Falls of Lodore," sung by SusUiey, 
will be found. 
Beyond we come to 


Shepherd's Crag, overhanging tho road, 
and past the Borrowdule hotel and the 
narrow pass called tho "Jaws of Bor- 
rowdule," 
whose 
rocks 
so greatly 


alarmed Gray 150 years ago. At (JraiiKo 
where the River Derwent (lows out of 
Derwentwuler, the road abruptly turns, 
to follow the western lakeside. 
In 


the pleasant vulo at Grange Is Unit 
glnnt rock, the "Bowder Stone." 


The peculiar advantages of slaying 


nt Grusmere are 
many. 
Not least 


among them Is flint wllhin five mllew 
you have not only Grasmero Itself, 
rivaling Dorwentwater for loveliness, 
but Rydal Water, nnri the town of Am- 
bleside, with Wlndermere, the largest 
and most popular of O>e lakes beyond. 
All are within an ensy walk for the 
lourlst staying at Grasmero, who will 
scarce tuk^i out his ear when he ran 
Indulge In pleasant footpath rambles 
for n change. 


The cur Is for farther afield. 
For 


example, the run 
to Penrlth, along 


Ullswater. 
The out and homo nm Is 


fifty-six miles. 
The best way from 


Grnsmere Is to take the Wlndermere 
road, as far 
us Wiilorlionil ; thence 


turning to the left and up to Troul- 
beck. 
The nearer route, up from Am- 


bleside to Klrkstone Pass, Is an ex- 
ceedingly steep climb, but It can be 
taken on the return. 


On the way to Ullswater the gloomy 


little mountain town of Brothers Wa- 
ter Is1 passed, and then comes the do- 
scent to pleasant, sunny Patterdfile. 
Here the seven miles long lake of 
Ullswater. the second longest of Ihe 
lakes, begins, skirted nil the way by 
u delightful road, with the waterfall of 
Aim Force midway, spouting from Its 
woody glen. Ullswater ends at pooley 
Bridge, whence it is seven and a hnlf 
miles Into the quaint old market town 
of Penrllh. passing Yanwath Hall, now 
a farm lion.se, but a good surviving 
specimen of the fifteenth century for- 
tllied border residence; mid thence 
over the ancient Kamunt Bridge, built 
iu 1425.

Slowly Starving to Death 


The poorer classes of the mitiou are slowly starving to death without 


realizing it, Prof. William F. Oghurn of Columbia university testified 
recently in the fetock yards wage hearing before Federal Judge. Alschuldr 
in Chicago. 
Professor Oghurn offered figures to show the vitality of 


many oi the present generation is so low there is little hope for a third 
generation. 


"What is the minimum wage necessary for the present generation to 


assure a thiid generation?" he was asked. 


"Not less limn $1,550 or $i,'600," was the answer. 
Piofcssor Oglnirn rnado his survey of nioro than 4,000 families in 


every part of the country and arrived at his conclusions after exhaustive 
comparisons of living costs in 18 typical cities. 
He was called as en 


expert for the workers. 


Jn the 4,000 families it was discovered that the head of each house 


bought a straw hat every three years for an average of $2.19 and one felt 
hat every two ycais at an average of $3.70. The minimum comfort wage 
necessary to keep a family from1 suffering from slow Btarvatio* he fixed at 
$1,900 to $3,000. 


The minimum salary upon which the- family of five could bnroly 


subsist is $1,650 to $1,600, compared to $],385 in October, 1918. 


The average expenses of the 4,000 families for entertainment was: 
Movies, $5.03; concerts, $t.OD; newspapers, 85 cents; postage1, $1.05; 


nifiguxmcs, ,'JO cents. 


Professor Ogbtirn said the cost of living harl increased 73 per cent 


since the spring of 1917 and 8 pur cent since June, 1919.

BOY SCOUTS OF AMBRICA; 
I 


PROGRAM AM* POUCSJE3 


.With the re-organizatSon, of the 


Scout Movement in Gr*ii* Rapids it 
is altogether fitting aii'd prbper'that 
the public should know •omethtaB. 
of the origin and policies of this 
popular Boys' " organization. 
The 


name "Boy Scout" -was first used in 
England, by General Sir Robert S. S. 
Baden-Powelll in 1907. "And 
ever 


since that date ha« proved a name, to 
conjure with in the realms of Boy- 
ville. 
There was really little new 


to Sir Robert's organization except 
the name. He, himself, very gener- 
ously credits the main ideas of the 
Boy Scout'movement .to'two Ameri- 
cans in particular, Ernest Thompson 
Seton, whose "Woodraft ; Indians'.' 
was one of the forerunners of Scout- 
ing In America, and Daniel 
Garter 


Beard, now the National Scout;Com- 
missioner, who found a Boys organi- 
zation, known as the Boy Pioneers 
which was later, merged in the Boy 
Scouts of America. To these two or- 
ganizations belong the credit of giv- 
ing Vise:'to- the'.Bigger Idea of the 
Boy Scouts so that in coming to the 
United States in 1910 Scouting was 
merely coming back home. 


There had been prior to 1910 a 


number of troops of Scouts patterned 
after the Baden-Powell 
Scouts 
in 


various communities. In fact there 
are no end of 'communities claiming 
to have had the Original Troop in 
America. 
But however, that may be 


our own City of Grand Rapids had 
one of the earliest Troops chartered 
under the present system of organi- 
zation adopted with the organization 
of the National Council in 1910. The 
present Scout 
Commissioner, Cap- 


tain Guy Nash was the Scout master. 


In February 1910 a group of men 


of National reputation 
seeing 
the 


posiiibilities of the movement, 
met 


in Washington, D. C., and organized 
the various attempts at Scouting into 
the movement chartered on February 
8 1910, under the Laws of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia as "The Boy 
Scouts of America." 
There was one 


movement, which styled 
itself 
the 


American Boy Scouts which refused 
to come in 
to 
the 
organization. 


They were fostered largely by Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst who was un- 
der the impression that they 
-wrere 


the nearest to the true Boy Scout 
Idea. 
However, when he discovered 


his error, he withdrew his 
support 


and the organization 
changed 
its 


name to 
the 
United States Boy 


Scouts. 
Much of the criticism of the 


Boy Scouts of America 
has 
been 


brought about by 
confusing 
these 


two organizations. The former is or 
waa a Military Organization, pure and 
simple, doing little else than drill 
with guns and wear a "uniform. They 
went further and took advantage of 
this confusion of the two organiza- 
tions to the 
extent 
of 
collecting 


funds intended for the Boy Scouts of 
America. 


In 1916 the Boy Scouts of America 


received a Charter from the Congress 
of the United States, 
which 
gives 


them the exclusive right to use the 
name "Boy Scout" atfd protects the 
uniform, badges, etc. of the organi- 
zation. 
Acting under this Charter, 


the National Council of 
the 
Boy 


Scouts 
of 
America, 
immediately 


started proceedings to do a way with 
the pernicious- efforts of the United 
States Boy Scouts. 
As a result of 


this suit the latter organization is no 
more. 


This Federal Charter Is in itself a 


significant tribute to the work of the 
Boy Scouts. 
It makes this the only 


Movement of its sort having a Feder- 
al Charter, and the record 
of 
the 


Boy Scouts during the 
W.ar, 
well 


known to all, is ample justification 
for Government recognition. 


The Movement has grown by leaps 


and bounds until at present there are 
In round 
number a 
half 
million 


Scouts in this country and 150,000 
adults, 
mostly 
volunteer 
leaders, 


connected with the movement. At 
the outbreak of the War .the Boy 
Scouts were the largest uniformed 
organization in America. 
And the 


number has nearly 
doubled 
since 


that date. 
The explanation for this remark- 


able growth is that the basic prin- 
ciples of the organization are sound. 
There is not space .to go into detail, 
sifflee It to state that 
the 
leading 


educators of the country recognize in 
Scouting a very big factor 
in 
the 


proper training of the 
boys. 
Its 


policies are everywhere recognized 
as the soundest pedagogy. 
It does 


what no school has been able to do 
successfully, get the boy to learn be- 
cause he wants to learn. 
There is 


no compulsion in Scouting except the 
complusion that "comes 
from 
the 


Boys own desire to excel and to suc- 
ceed. 
Scouting is democratic. In this 


Brotherhood of Boys, we recognize 
no one for his 
wordly wealth 
or 


honors, realizing that it is the in- 
ternal and not the external things 
that make a man, 
character—hot 


the accidents of birth. 
The khaki 


uniform is a great leveler. 
Inside 


of it we can find the rich and poor—- 
the boy from the Slums and the boy 
from the four hundred. 
A Scout is 


a friend to all and a BROTHER to 
every other 
Scout." 
The 
whole 


Movement stimulates Patriotism of 
the highest type, helps to eliminate 
class hatred, develops in the boy a 
high sense of honor, regard for the 


Other Fellow" and the spirit 
of 


loyalty and service. 
Scouting knows 


no class, makes no distinction be- 
cause of religion _or social position, 
and has but one ULTIMATE AIM— 
the development of the boy into the

The first flyers in action wear- 


ing the 
American 
uniform 
were 


members of the Lafayette Escadrille, 
adventurous fellows who had offer-

to 


France before our Country had de- 
clared its determination to take a 
hand, and who were transferred to 
the American service later in Decem- 
ber 1917. 
On November 11 the for- 


ty-five squadrons had an equipment 
of 740 planes. 


Aviation training schools in the 


United States graduated 8,603 men 
from elementary courses and 4,028 
from advanced courses.- 
More than 


; 000 pilots and observers were sent 
overseas. The total personnel of the 
AUr Service—officers, students and 
enlisted men—increased from 1200 
at the outbreak of the war to nearly 
200,000 at its close. 


If anyone is curious to know how 


the officers got their commissions, he

The official records shows that 
of every six officers one had previous 
military training in either the regu- 
lar army, the National Guard, or the 
ranks.

Before the arm is tic was 


signed forty-two American divisions 
had been trained and sent to Europe 
twelve others were in training in this 
Country and four others were being 
organized. 
The plans on which the 


Army was acting 
when 
hostilities 


ceased called for 
eighty divisions 


overseas before July, 1919, und 100 
divisions before January, 1920. 


Of the 
forty-two 
divisions 
that 


reached France, twenty-nine 
took 


part in active combat service. Seven 
of them were regular Army divisions, 
eleven were organized from the Na- 
tional Guard and eleven were made 
up .of National Army troops. 


American divisions were in battle 


for 200 days and engaged in thirteen 
major operations. From the middle 
of August until the end of the war 
the American divisions 
held 
the 


greater part of the time a front long- 
er than that held by the British. In 
October the American divisions held 
lO'l miles of line, or 34 per cent of 
thjj entire Western Front. 


in France, in addition to the fight- 


ing, American engineers built eighty- 
three new ship berth's 
and 1,000 


miles of standard and 538 miles of 
narrow-gauge railroads. 
The Signal 


Corps strung 100,000 miles of tele- 
phone wires. 
In this Country, the 


Army construction 
projects 
cost 


twice as much as the Panama Canal 
and were on nearly as large a scale 
overseas. 


At no time was there a shortage of 


food in the 
Expeditionary 
Forces. 


Soldiers sometimes went hungry in 
this as in all wars, but the condition 
was local and temporary. 
It occur- 


red because of transportation 
diffi- 


culties during periods of active fight- 
ing or rapid movement when 
the 


units outran their rolling kitchens. 


It is estimated that two out of 


every three officers and men who 
reached France were 
engaged 
in 


battle, and the health and casualties 
are thus summarized: 


"Of every 100 American soldiers 


and sailors who served in the war, 
2 were killed or died of disease." 


"The total battle deaths of all na- 


tions in this war were greater than 
all the deaths in all the wars in the 
previous 100 years." 


'The number of American lives 


lost was 122,500, of 
which 
about 


10,000 were in the Navy and the rest 
in the Army and the Marines attach- 
ed to it." 
"In 
the 
American 
Army 
the 


casualty rate in the 
infantry was 


higher than in any other service and 
that for officers was higher than for 
men.For every man killed in battle 
seven were wounded. Five out of 
every six men sent to hospitals on 
account of wounds were cured and 
returned to duty. 
"Battle losses vsre twice as large 


as deaths* from disease, 
and 
the 


death rate from disease was lower, 
and the death rate from battle was 
higher, than iu any previous Ameri- 
can War." 
The low death rate from disease 


was due to greater medcial and nurs- 
ing efficiency; while the too 
great 


number of deaths in battle may be 
attributed" to the dash of our sol- 
diery and the lack of thorough mili- 
tary preparedness. 


The war cost more than a million 


dollars an hour for over two yeara. 
It amounted to nearly as much as 
the entire cost of running our Gov- 
ernment from 1791 to 1917. It 
would have carried on the Revolu- 
tionary War for 1,000 years. 
As the 


war progressed the expenses increas- 
ed. During the first three months 
they averaged 
$2,000,000 
a day; 


during the next year, they exceeded 
¥22,000,000 a day, and during the 
year ending April 1, 1919, the daily 
average was $44,000,000. 
An- 


other comparison is made. The pay 
of the Army during the.war exceeded 
the combined salaries 
of 
all 
the 


school principals and teachers in the 
United States during the five years 
from 1912 to 1917. 
The Army ex- 


penditures, too, are equal to 
the 


entire gold product of 
the 
world 


since the discovery of America.

With the re-organization of the 


Scout Movement in Grand' Rapids 'it 
Is altogether Biting and proper that 
the public should know something 
of the origin and policies 
ot 
this 


popular Boys' organization. 
The 


name "Boy Scout" was first used in 
England by General Sir Robert S. S. 
Baden-Powelll In 1907, "And 
ever 


since that date has proved a name to 
conjure with In the realms of Boy- 
ville 
There was really little new 


to Sir Robert's " organization except 
the name. 
He, himself7 very gener- 


ously credits the main Ideas of the 
Boy Scout movement to two Ameri- 
cans in particular, Ernest Thompson 
Seton, whose 
"Woodraft ."Indians" 


was one of the forerunners of ScouU 
Ing in America, and Daniel 
Qarter 


Beard, now the National Scout (Com- 
missioner, who found a Boys organi- 
zation, known as the Boy 
Picjneers 


which was later merged in the Boy 
Scouts of America. 
To these two or- 


^anlzatlons belong the ciedit of giv- 
:ng rise to the Bigger Idea of the

The ceremonies -are 


performed by Amos Overoad, a Sioux Indian con- 
nected with the institute. They are described as 
follows: 
Ceremonies of Initiation. 


The ceremonies should begin before dusk and; 


with the fusting, etc., should last about 26 hours. 
The first thing before beginning the ceremony is 
to make an Indian "sweat1 house" for purification. 
then lo build a large fire dome distance east of its 
entrance nnd to heat 12 stones varying from the 
«ixe of n coconut to that of a man's skull. Two , 
forked TL-en sticks should be provided to roll the 
hot stones Into the sweat house; nlso two large 
earthen 1urs oC water should be placed at the 
back of 'the sweat house opposite the door, to- 
gether with about n pock oC cedar twigs about 
six- indies long. 
When all is ready the chief, 


wearing only a hreechUoth, stands at the door of 
the sweat house and addresses the candidates, 
lined up stark naked before him. 
He makes a 


speech to them, something like this: 


•'Jty sons, we are about to take you a little way 


along" the U mini I trull; to show you the ways of 
the Lenapo grandfathers. 
But first we must 


purify ourselves outwardly by the swent both,, 
inwardly by the black drink (made of herbs), for 
such is "the custom that has been handed down to 
us 
When one has boon purified In these ways the 


powers of nature will look upou him with favor, 
uiicl the winds will whisper sweet words in his 
,'.ars—till will help him to endure the trials that 
must be his tomorrow." 


Hi: then goes into tho sweat .house nnd seats 


himself in the back, opposite the door; the candi-

sides. The Oshkosh roll the 12 hot stones Into a 


Pile before the chief, then shut the door curtain.

He then throwscon more t« its 
and another splash of water, then ;lays aside , the 
second stick— and so on until all the sticks have 
been laid aside, twelve in all, then pours on a lot 
of water until the stones give no ™™^*:

Washington.—The national commit- 


tees of the two political parties are 
already beginning to prepare for nest 
year's 
presidential 
campaign. 
The 


first actual step by either of the old 
party committees., will be to select a 
convention city. Each committee will 
(In this at a meeting which will be 
held here about the middle of De- 
cember. 
Having decided where the 


convention will be held, as well as 
the convention date, each committee 
will issue the formal call for the con- 
vention. 
Custom dictates that the 


party that is not represented by the 
occu'pnnt of the White House shall 
hold its convention first, and unless 
this custom shall he disregarded the 


temporary ofllcem wht«. with their reg- 
ular officers, will complete their quota 
of the 18.000. These selections arc well 
under way and It will be necessary 
that the discharge from the service of 
all temporary officers not so selected 
for retention, be accomplished before 
November 1. 1019. 


Tills means the discharge within the 


next five weeks of approximately 10.- 
000 emergency officers, most of whom 
desire to remain in the service but for 
whom there are no vacancies under 
the law. In determining the manner 
in which temporary oSicers are to be 
retained, the department 
has been 


guided by the consideration tliat the 
immediate commande.'H know best the 
relative merits of the officers under 
their command and are best qualified 
to judge which officers will be of the 
greatest value to tlu: military estab- 
lishment for the particular work to 
be accomplished by this establishment 
between now and June 30.

The city that takes care of n na- 


tional political convention must obli- 
gate itself to pay the bills of the con- 
vention. Tlils rule has been followed 
for a good while. This does not mean 
that the city becomes responsible for 
the hotel bills or other expenses of 
the delegates, but it does mean that it 
must provide the hall free of cost nnd 
take care of the legitimate expenses 
of the national committee. The situa- 
tion Is usually met by the city turn- 
Ing over to the national committee a 
cash sum sufficient to cover the le- 
gitimate convention expenses. 


Next year's conventions will contain

In the conventions in 1016.

be administered. It is reasonably cer- 
tain that congress, in enacting legisla- 
tion that will bo necessary in order to 
put into effect many provisions of the 
treaty so far as the United States is 
concerned, wiJI see to it that broad 
powers-are retained by the legislative 
body, or at least by the senate. Assum- 
ing that the treaty, with the League of 
Nations covenant included, will be rati- 
fied with certain reservations. It will 
be necessary for the United 
States 


to have representatives on a large num- 
ber of International -tribunals. 


The treaty is silent as to how these 


representatives of the government shall 
be appointed. 
Should congress fall to 


act, the president would appoint in 
every instance. 
But congress, so the 


leaders in the two houses say, has no 
thought of failing to act. It will pro- 
vide, through legislation. If present 
plans are carried out, that all repre- 
sentatives of tho United States on the 
international tribunals shall be nomi- 
nated by the president and confirmed 
by the senate.

This means thnt 10.000 officers must 
be let out. The legislation which the 
president has just approved also au- 
thorizes the secretary of war to re- 
tain such officers as may be necessary 
In grades above their present rank.

Will Require Many Experts. 


There will have to be a mixed arbi- 


tral tribunal established between each 
of the allied and associated powers on 
the one hand and Germany on tho 
other within throe months aftor the 
ratification of the treaty.,Kach of those 
tribunals is to consist of throe mem- 
bers. Tho United Slalos will, In case 
the treaty Is ratified. Appoint ono mem- 
ber of the tribunal which Is to repre- 
sent it, Germany will appoint one mem- 
ber, and the two thus appointed will 
choose the third. There will also have 
to be created a permanent commission 
which will advise the council of the 
League of Nations on military, naval 
and air questions. It will also be nec- 
essary for the United States to name 
members of more than a score of other 
commissions that are to deal with 
problems growing out of the war. 


A typical commission is the one pro- 


vided for to deul with the Saar basin. 
This commission. It will be recalled, Is 
to consist of five members chosen by 
the council of the League of Natloas 
and will Include one citizen of France, 
one native inhabitant of the Saitr ba- 
sin, not n clti/.en of France, and three 
members belonging to throe countries 
other than France or Germany. 
In 


this particular case the treaty does not 
say specifically that the United States 
must be represented, but it is taken for 
granted that It will he. In nearly ev- 
ery other case in which a commission 
Is provided for the United States Is 
mentioned as one of the countries that 
must be represented.
